PURPOSE 

To advise you of the results of the Interview conducted by the 
President's Commission o t Baltimore Agents James W, Sibert and Francis X. 
O'Neill, Jr. , on 3/12/64, by Commission Staff Member Arlen Specter. 

DETAILS 



Mr. Arlen Specter conducted this Interrogation as a Joint interview of 
both Agents. He exhibited an extremely friendly attitude and expressed admiration 
for the Job the FBI Is doing in this investigation. It Iras not practicable to take 
-notes, however, this is being set out from the recorded recollection of these 
Agents shortly after the termination of the interview. It will be noted that 
while Mr. Specter was questioning Agents he bad before him at the time Dallas 
report dated 12/10/63 of 8A Robert P. Gemberllng which contained the interview 
report forms and other Information submitted by the Agents being interviewed. 



The follow kig is an account of the interview in question and answer form. 



Question! State exactly what you did on the night of November 22, 1663, and 
what your Instructions wera in connection with this inoldect? 

Answer! We met the Presidential aircraft, accompanied the body in the motorcade, 
and following arrival at the Navy Medical Training Center, witnessed 
the autopsy. We were instructed solely and specifically to 
any bullets which might have bean in the President's body and take them 
to the FBI Laboratory. This was our purpose for being present at the 
autopsy.

We were seated hi the third car of the motorcade.

The interviews conducted on 11/87/63 were formal interviews conducted 
at the Secret Service offices located in the White Bouse. 

Question: X notice that on 11/32/63, Mr. Kellerman stated that the President 

said, "Get me to a hospital. *' Xs anything which la in quotation marks 
the exact words that Mr. Kellerman seed on that sight? * 

Answer: Yea. 

Question: X also note that on U/34/63, Agent Qreer of the Secret Service 

la quoted as stating that he "floored’' the limousine following the police 
escort to ths hospital. Was "floored" his exact wording?

Question: How long have you gentlemen been with the FBI? 

Answer: Slbert almost 13 years and O'Neill approximately 10 years. 

Question: I note that on the Interview with Agent Kellerman conducted on 

11/37/63, no mention' la made of his remark that the President was 
overheard to say, "Get me to a hospital." Xa it because fte did not 
cay so on ths STtir?

11/37/63 that he had bad a chance aince U/33/63 to think and try to 
reconstruct the entire activities of that day and the statements which 
he furnished on 11/37/63 in a formal Interview were hie beet recoil ec*
